FOUND THE SILVER. 


Outcome of the Great Robbery of the 
Midland Road. 
(REGULAR ASSOVIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
LONDON, Nov. 4.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) The police have seized fifteen in- 


| gots of silver in connection with the 


great silver robbery which occurred on 
September 25, when thirty-one ingots 
of silver valued at £4900 ($24,500,) the 
property of the Midland Railway Com- 
pany were stolen from a van in which 
they were being conveyed from the 
company’s station through the streets 
of London. In connection with this 
seizure of the ingots the police have 
arrested George Barrett and Ddward 
Gray, who were driving the van at the 
time the silver was taken from it. 

This robbery has been attended, with 
many sensational developments, since 
it was perpetrated in broad daylight 
on September 25. The drivers at the 
time left the wagon with the valuable 
load in the street for twenty-six min- 
utes while they went to breakfast. 
When they returned the wagon had 
disappeared. 

On October 16 the sensation was re- 
vived by the arrest of Alexander Sarti, 
manager of one of the branch estab- 
lishments of the celebrated jewélers, 
Elkington & Co., -charged with the 
crime. His employers joined with the 
Midland Railway Company in the 
prosecution. Two of the ingots were 
found in an acid bath in their estab- 
lishment under Sarti’s charge, but they 
had not been there tong enough for 
the distinguishing stamp to become ob- 
literated. Sarti had been a trusted em- 
ployee of Elkington & Co» for thirty 
years.

Stockholder, 


The Millionaire ig Enthused by 


Thinks He Has Something of 
More Value Than 
Electricity. 


The Inventor States’ that He Will 


Have Completed His Experi- 
ments by the hd of the 
Present Fear. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TQ THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Nov. 4.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) John Jacob Astor has inter- 
ested himself in the physical sciences 
to an extent that he will own a large 
block of stock and an interest in the 
Keely motor, the invention of John W. 
Keely of Philadelphia, »whose supposed 
discoveries have been talked of for 
twenty years all over the civilized 
world. Papers are now being drawn 
for a transfer to Astor of all the rights 
and interests of Mrs. Bloomfield Moore 
in this wonderful invention, which has 
been declared by some engineering ex- 
perts and scientific men to denote the 
development of a new farce. This force 
has been said to be as much more mar- 
velous than electricity as electricity is 
more marvelous than steam and com- 
pressed air. Other authorities have ve- 
hemently denounced it as a fraud. 

Astor visited the Keely laboratory 
and workshops last Tuésday and then 
witnessed, it is said, the final demon- 
stration by the inventor of the practi- 
cal working of the machinery which 
develops this mysterious force. This 
was the last of several visits made by 
Astor to the Keely laboratory. An- 
other was made about six weeks azo 
with Mrs. Bloomfield Moore. On an-

"GENE FIELD DEAD. 
The Genial Poet Succumbs to Heart 
Failare at Chicago. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 4.—Eugene Field, the 
port, died suddenly about 5 o’clock this 
morning. For some days Field had 
been ailing, but it was supposed he 
was suffering from his usual stomach 
troubles and no serious turn was anti- 
cipated. Dr. Frank Reilly, who was 
summoned this morning, 
the death to have been caused by the 
formation of a clot of blood in the 
heart. 

Although yesterday Field was feeling 
so ill that he telegraphéd to Kansas 
City cancelling an engagement which 
he had there for tonight, he sat up un- 
til a late hour, chatting with- Yenowine 
of the MilWaukée Illustrated News. 
Yenowine was to have accompanied 
Field to Kansas City, and had 
come from Milwaukee for that purpose. 
The deceased was very cheerful and 
the two sat up until a late hour dis- 
cussing future plans. Shortly before 
midnight Field had a telegram sent to 
Kansas City saying that he would be 
able to come later in the week, 

Upon going to bed, Field did not com- 
plain, but during the night Fred Field, 
the fourteen-year-old son of the de- 
eeased; heard his father groaning in 
his sleep. The lad thought nothing of 
this until, near morning, the sleeping 
man groaned more heavily than before 
and then became perfectly still and 
quiet. When the family reached the 
bedside they found that Eugene Field 
was no more. His body was lying in 
an natural pesition, the heat 
of life, not yet died out, and a tran- 
quil, peaceful expression on his tace 
gave the appearance of having dropped 
into a gentle slumber. 

The funeral services will take place 
at the Fourth Presbyterian Church on 
Wednesday at 2 o'clock. Rev. Dr. 
Frank W. Gunsaulus will officiate, as- 
sisted by the Rev. Dr. Frank M. Bris- 
tol, and appropriate addresses will be 
made by Rev. Dr. M. M. Stricker and 
the Hon. Luther Laflin Mills. The in- 
terment will be at Graceland Cemetery 
and will be private.

SKETCH OF HIS LIFE. 
CHICAGO, Nov. 4—Engene Field 
was born at St. Louis on Septemer 2, 
1850. His parents were both natives 
of Windham county, Vt. His father 
was Dred Scott's first attorney in the 
case which resulted in the famous 
“Dred Scott decision” by the United 


States Supreme Court. Eugene Field's | 


mother died in 1857.. He was then put 
under the care of his cousin, Miss Mary 
Field French at Amherst, Mase. He 
attended Williams Collegé, Knox Col- 
lege and the State University of Mis- 
sourl. He adopted the profession of 
a newspaper writer, beginning with the 
St. Louis Journal in 1872. He was later 
connected with the St. Joseph, Mo., 
Gazette; St. Louis Times‘and Journal, 
Kansas City Times and Denver Trib- 
une. 

He came to Chicago on August 16, 
1883, to accept a position on. the edito- 
rial staff of the Chicago Morning News 
(now the Record) and his connection 
with this paper continued without iIn- 
terruption until his death. Field's last 
contribution to his department in this 
paper, “Sharps and Flats,” was pub- 
lished on Saturday morning, and in it 
was a characteristic defense of Bill 
Nye and a refusal to accept the impu- 


tations as to the cause of the recent as- 


sault on the humorist at Paterson, N. J. 

In addition to his newspaper work, 
Field established a reputation as a 
powerful and clever writer of stories 
and verse. His latest poem of preten- 
sions was “Dream Ships,” printed in 
the October Ladies’ Home Journal. He 
was especially an adept in poems and 
stories of child life and hie printed 
books now number half a dozen vol- 
umes. He also made himself famous 
as a reader of his own stories and 
verses. In June, 1893, Knox College con- 
ferred upon Field the honorary degree 
of Master of Arts.

An Expectation that British Fands 
‘Will be Needed to Piece Out 
a Congressional Guarantee—A

LONDON, Nov. 4.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) Commenting upon the Nicaragua 
Canal, the Chronicle says: 

“In the face of the present feeling in 
America over Venezuela and Muonroe- 
ism, there is not- much tnducement for 
a British partnership. Still a congres- 
sional guarantee is not éverything 
and undoubtedly our money will be 
needed, and, with France deeply in- 
votyed at Panama, we stand in relation 
to the Nicaragua enterprise in a 
stronger position than we did when De 
Lesseps commenced the Suez Canal 
works.” 

A FRENCH VIEW OF IT. 

PARIS, Nov. 4.—The Figaro today 
commenting upon Venezuelan affairs, 
says: “The dispute between England 
and Venez is worth wetching on 
account of the proximity of the Lritish 
and American fleets. Prudence recom- 
mends that they shall not be left too 
long together, for the intense hatred 
of Americans toward the old country 
is appalling.” 

WHY SHE WANTS TRINIDAD. 

LONDON, Nov. 4.—The Daily News 
Says: “A perusal of the report of the 
ministry of telegraphs, just issued, 
shows that the Brazilian government 
has special reasons for attaching im- 
portance to Trinidad, the possession of 
which is regarded as the key to the tel- 
egraphic situation. If the rock is Bra- 
zilian territory, it cannot be used for 
cable purposes in opposition to the ex- 
isting systems, the government having 
given a guarantee against such com- 
petition.”

A Declaration by the French Cabinet 
Just Formed.

The government will also introduce 
measures intended for the formation of 
a colonial army, etc. The declaration of 
the policy is of unusual length and 
vaguely describes the Radical aspira- 
tions. 

In the Senate, the outlining of the 
policy of the Bourgeoise mimistry was 
received with” extreme coolness, with 
the exception of the passages referring 
to the reform inthe law which is un- 
derstood to be aimed at the Anarchists 
and the references to the alliance with 
Russia. In the Chamber of Deputies, 
when the declaration of policy was 
read, great enthusiasm was disp!i1yed 
from the Radical and  Socialistic 
benches. Elsewhere the reading of the 
document was coolly received.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—Senor_Do- 
minguez, Charge d'Affaires of the Ar- 
gentine Republic, is inclined to doubt 
the report from Buenos Ayres published 
in a New York paper today that the ill- 
ness of President Uriburu is so serious 
that he will not return to power.

FIGHTING © FIRE. 


Hammond, Ind., Residents Pass a 
Busy Sunday. 

MPEGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT) 

CHICAGO, Nov. 4.—Two- hundred 
men, women‘and children, residents of 
thé south. part of Hammond, Ind., were 
fighting fire all day yesterday in order 
to save their homes. from destruction. 
Early in the morning the long 
near the Little Calumet River, a few 
miles south of town, caught fire, pre- 
sumably through the carelessness of 
hunters. A strong wind was blowing 
from the south and the flames spread 
rapidly until they made a line nearly 
half a mile long. They rushed toward 
the city, threatening. destruction to 
everything in their path. Homewood 
addition, the most aristocratic part of 
the city, was directly in the path of 
the fire and the inhabitants of that 
neighborhood soon saw it would take 
hard work to save their homes. 

An appeal was made to the fire de- 
partment here for aid and they were 
given several hundred feet of hose with 
a couple of nozzles. No men could be 
furnished them and a volunteer fire 
brigade was soon organized with ex- 
County Recorder Ames as captain, and 
City~ Engineer Bridges as lieutenant. 
No sooner would the flames be extin- 
guished in one place than they would 
break out in another. Several times 
the little company would give up in de- 
spair but, urged on by the leaders, 
they would take a fresh start and, 
finally, at 7 o’clock in the evening, it 
was thought all danger was over for 
the time. 

There is no telling how soon ‘the 
flames will break out again. Just acroes 
the State line from Homewood is a 
large prairie and a few miles west the 
prairie is burning, but, unless the wind 
changes, it is not thought it will spread 
toward Hammond. Should the iy 
change slightly to the west, however, 
the danger will be great. 

A serious fire broke out yesterday 
near Flintville and threatened to de- 
stroy the village. It burned over sev- 
eral hundred acres of land, destroying 
considerable property: It was checked 
late last night by the hard work of 
farmers. Fires in the marshes in the 
south part of the county are still rag- 
ing and farmers have organized night 
gangs to prevent the spreading of the 
fires. 

INDIANA VILLAGES THREATENED 

VALPARAISO (ind.,) Nov. 4.:— The 
villages of Hamlet and Davis, on the 
Fort Wayne road, twenty miles east of 
this city, are in danger of destruction 
tonight. The fire, which started on the 
Kankakee marsh last week, is burning 
thraugh the southern part of La Porte 
county. 

Tonight the Pennsylvalia officials or- 
dered out all section men between 
Plymouth and Valparaiso to go to Davis 
and Hamlet to fight the fire. The com- 
pany’s bridges and tracks are in dan- 
ger.

A CHINESE EXECUTION. 


PUNISHMENT OF THE KU-CHENG 
RIOT LEADERS. 


A Serious Rebellion in the North- 
western Part of the Empire—Li 
Huang Chang Delegated to Sup- 
press It—A "'Black-Flag”’ Leader 
Flies. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED ,PRESS REPORT.) 

LONDON, Nov. 4.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.)

JAPAN AND KOREA, 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—Regarding 
the official statement from the Japa- 
nese government as to the position of 
Japan toward Korea, which has been 
communicated to Secretary Olney by 
the Japanese Minister, Kurino, it is 
authoritatively explained that after the 
evacuation of the Liao-Tung Penin- 
sula some Japanese troops will be left 
in Korea to protect the Japanese and 
maintain order. The telegram created 
a great deal of interest in diplomatic 
circles. The Japanese Minister, when 
approached upon the subject, said very 
frankly that this announcement of 
Japan’s intentions toward Korea could 
only be construed in one way, namely, 
as an indication of the earnest desire of 
the Japanese government to remove all 
possible cause for misapprehension 
upon.the subject. 

“Recent events in Korea,” sald Min- 

ister Kurino, “have unfortunately given 
rise to the impression in some quarters 
that Japan is seeking to exercise exclu- 
sive control over that country; in other 
words, to establish a protectorate. 
Nothing could be further from the truth 
than this supposition. In dealing with 
Korea, Japan has but one object, the 
establishment and maintenanct of the 
independence of the Korean kingdom. 
' “In holding this purpose the Japanese 
government is not actuated by any 
wish to control Korea or by any motive 
of purely altruistic benevolence. Her 
own interests demand that Korea shall 
be independent, and that the Korean 
King shall be strong enough to main- 
tain order within the kingdom, and to 
protect foreigners residing there. 
Eighty per cent. of Korea’s trade is 
with Japan; the regular lines of com- 
munication between Korea and. other 
countries are entirely under Japanese 
control, while large numbers of Japa- 
nese reside in Korea for the purpose of 
business. 

“Through the weak policy of the Ko- 
rean government, largely due formerly 
to the. mischievous influences exerted 
by Chinese agents, all of these interests 
were constantly endangered. Internal 
disorder became the rule rather than the 
exception in Korea, and at every fresh 
outbreak it was Japanese subjects that 
suffered most. It can be seen from this 
that Japan had a strong motive, en- 
tirely different from anything like an 
ambitious design to control the. political 
destinies of Korea, in assuming and 
maintaining the attitude she took. 

“Korean affairs are still unhappily in 
‘a most chaotic condition and the hest- 
meant efforts to improve the condition 
of the government and people are be- 
set by obstacles which seem well-nigh 
insurmountable. Consequently there 
has been some misunderstanding in 
Europe and America concerning the 
real situation in Korea and the - true 
designs of Japan. All such doubts 
should be removed by the dictation of 
policy contained in the telegram from 
my government, whichis a clear and 
succinct and at the same time a very 
frank statement of its true designs. 
The presence of a large force of Jap- 
anese troops in Korea has doubtless 
been one reason why the impression 
has gained ground that the Japanese 
government desires to establish a pro- 
tectorate there. . 

“The declaration of Japan does not 
mean that all of the Japanese trocps 
will be withdrawn from Korea when 
Port Arthur is evacuated, for the re- 
tention of a suitable force will proba- 
bly be still necessary for the protec- 
tion of Japanese subjects and the lega- 
tion and consulates. But the mainte- 
nance of even such a force of men is 
clearly regarded as temporary, as is 
shown by the statement that the Jap- 
anese government hopes that the ‘work 
of reform having been set in motion, 
it will progress, and that consequently 
Korea will shortly be able to maintain 
order and protect foreigners, in which 
event the troops still retained for those 
purposes will be recalled. These decla- 
rations should serve to effectively set 
at rest the rumors regarding Japan's 
design upon Korea, which have gained 
some degree of credence and which, if 
contradicted, are calculated to lead to 
most mischievous and injurious conse- 
quences. The attitude of Japan has 
been consistent from the beginning. At 
the outset she declared that her sole 
object was the maintenance of Korea’s 
independence.”

WHALEBONE WILL GO UP. 


Returning Vessels Report an Un- 
usually Poor Séason. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 4—Five 
more of the whaling fleet arrived from 
the North today. The steamers to 
reach port from the Arctic were the 
Norwhal and Orca, the brig Hidalgo 
and the barks Alice Knokles and Lydia. 

With the arrival of the Orca the last 
hope for a catch late in the season dies. 
The Rosario brought news that the 
whalers had gone to the westward, and 
there was yet a chance for the blub- 
ber-hunters to redeem themselves. Ac- 
cording to Capt. McGregor there were 
any number of whales to the west- 
ward, but they were inaccessible on 
account of the ice. McGregor says 
that this ends the worst year he ever 
experienced in the Arctic. He caught 
but one whale. The catch of the Arc- 
tic fleet amounted in all to twenty-six 
whales, the smallest known in many 
Years. The yield of bone from the 
catch will be about forty thousand 
pounds, which méans that whalebone 
will be high this year. Bone is now 
selling for $2.75 a pound, and it is esti- 
mated that the price will be advanced 
to $5 before the sale begins.

THE OMAHA TRAGEDY. 


Ida Gaskell’s Murder Traced Posi- 
tively to George Morgan.

OMAHA, Nov. 4.—The murder and 
rape of little Ida Gaskell, an eleven- 
year-old child, last night, was positively 
traced to George Morgan, a teamster.

Later a committee appointed by those 
favoring lynching went through the 
jail to satisfy the mob that the mur- 
derer was not there. 

Tonight a crowd of several hundred 
people surrounded the jail. They were 
orderly and drawn more by curiosity 
than any disposition to do violence. 
Early in the morning, as soon as the 
papers had given out the information 
of the terrible crime, a crowd was about 
the doors of the morgue. The body was 
taken to the ground floor and then ad- 
mission was granted to all. From that 
early hour until a little after noon when 
it was thought advisable to shut the 
doors and refuse admittance, the 
‘morgue was thronged. A steady line 
of people poured in, each person stop- 
ping a moment to gaze with welling 
eyes upon that innocent face. 

It was estimated that before noon 5000 
peeple had looked upon the dead body. 
They were men of all classes, business 
men, laborers and men of no occupa- 
tion. There were many women, also of 
all classes, among them evidently many 
mothers, whose features, while bedewed 
with tears, expressed a fierce something

NEW_YORK, 22. Dr. Forbes 
Winslow has been warning the Amer'- 
can public against too much enthual- 
asm in political campaigning. He says 
the strain is felt not only by the speak- 
ers themselves, but by their hearers 
and all the agitators in the current 
movement. He quotes the case of lady 
politicians and those female agitators 
who work for the love af the catse they 
are advocating. The effect of the 
course they lay out for themselves has 
been shown to be most pernicious. Ris- 
ing early in the morning, and concet- 
trating the attention all day upon one 
topic, to the exclusion of all others, soon 
works serious havoc with the female 
brain, not accustomed to such abnor- 
mal enthusiasm and strain. It is a weil- 
accepted fact that popular demonstra- 
tions of an “epidemic” character, 
among which may be included political 
strife, are frequently followed by men- 
tal derangement. It was noted that 
after the conclusion of the celebrated 
Tichborne trial, which absorbed public 
attention for many months, Eprglish 
asylums contained a large number of 
“claimants,” persons who had been ab- 
solutely driven insane by the intense 
popular interest in the case. The _ in- 
stinct of imitation is often a key to a 
man’s most triumphant efforts for good 
Sympathy lays bear his weak- 
est and most vulnerable side. Political 
excitement convulses the mind through 
the senses, and in a marvelous wav “f- 
fects the nervous system, the medium 
of its will and of its feelings. Sym- 
pathy and imitation combine to forma 
subtle poison that conveys the infection 
of epidemic influences from one person 
to another, and those who are of a 
nervous and highly-strung disposition 
and of an excitable temperament, are 
most subject to the dangerous influen e. 
Dr. Winslow quotes as examples the 
acts of laughter, sneezing and cough- 
ing, and the states of sadness or mer- 
riment. The emotion of laughter, for 
instance, often passes through large 
concourses of the community before 
they realize what they are laughing at, 
as may be seen in crowds and mobs. 
Dr. Winslow holds that there is no pe- 
riod of history in which the force of 
imitation has exerted its influence more 
than at the present time. Political 
evolutions are ever fruitful in mental 
aberration, and are followed by cases 
of violent mania from extraordiwary 
excitement, ambitious monomania from 
dreams of impossible wealth and glory, 
and hopeless melancholy from disap- 
pointed ambition and ruined plans and 
prospects. Those. therefore, who enter 
the arena of political strife should have 
a care of their nervous systems, and 
to — by self-control 
urning agitation an ™ 
citement around them. 


KITES IN WAR. 
@~ Military men are turning their at- 


tention to the development of the kite 
as a@ many-sided agency in tim 
war. The idea is not new. Lord ae 
donald, in the year 1806, distributed 
proclamations to the people as he 
cruised along the coast of Trance, by 
means of kites sent from his vessel, 
and Pocock, twenty years later, ts said 
to have raised weights and sailed ships 
by means of kites. In 1876 an unsuc- 
cessful attempt was made to launch “ 
kite which would © be serviceable in 
naval or military engagements. The 
next important attempt of this nature 
was made by a French experimental- 
ist, who secured some excellent bird’s- 
eye views by means of a camera at- 
tached to a small kite, from a height 
of some four hundred feet. This was 
in 1891, and since then many people 
in different parts of the world have 
been devoting themselves to the de- 
velopment of the idea. It is estimated 
that a kite of about five hundred square 
feet will lift a man well off the 
ground, and astonishing heights have 
been reached by kites in series. The 
record is said to be 5595 feet. A kite 
now being made for weather observa- 
tio is to carry a combination self- 
resdrding barometer and thermome- 
ter, and anemometer and a hygrom- 
eter. In this way it is believed an 
automatic register can be obtained, by 
one machine, of atmospheric pressure, 
temperature, wind, velocity and humid- 
ity. The military experiments are 
bearing on increasing the lifting power 
of the kite. It has already been made 
to carry two or three men to a given 
distance, and when its power can be 
sufficiently increased, and made to op- 
erate with certainty, it will supersede 
balloons in maneuvers by land or sea. 
The transport would be much less, and 
while one bullet might totally disable 
a balloon, a kite might be riddled with 
shot before it would be incapacitated. 
Under cover of darkness it would prove 
a ghastly destroyer, sailing noiselessly 
over a beseiged city or an enemy’s 
camp and dealing death and destruc- 
tion by the dropping of bombs or dyna- 
mite. On the other hand the kite may 
be made a welcome means of commu- 
nicating with the anxious inhabitants 
of a beleaguered town, carrying dis- 
patches, messages, promises of spéedy 
relief or news of the enemy’s strength. 
At sea it would be invaluable as an 
outpost for finding the whereabouts of 
the enemy’s ships, or as a pilot in un- 
known waters, for from a height of 
over 1000 feet rocks and sand are 
clearly visible in water at a depth of 
twenty -feet. 

A BICYCLE THAT FITS INTO A 

WVALISE. 

A Frenchman has invented a bi- 
cycle that can be taken apart, racked 
in a valise, and carried, it is slaimed, 
with ease and comfort whenever the 
wheelman is traveling by rail. Ifthe 
wheel breaks down on the road, the 
rider can uncouple the part and carry 
it slung over this shoulder. ‘The ma- 
chine is not built for fast riding, but 
only for ordinary road work. The 
wheels are 11% inches in diameter, the 
toothed wheel which communicates the 
power from the pedals being nearly es 
large. The horizontal bar is in two 
parts, which are securely screwed. 
When this bar is unscrewed the ma- 
chine is in two parts, the first step 
toward packing. The saddle is re- 
moved and the handles are taken off. 
The four pieces are then packed into 
a valise measuring 23% inches by 15%, 
by a little more than 8 2-5 inches. The 
whole weight of the machine is 18% 
pounds. If the wheelman breaks down 
on the road he divides his machine 
into four pieces. and balances the parts 
over his shoulder with a padded strap 
provided for the purpose. The in- 


better than having to hold a crippled 
machine up and trundle it. The ma- 
chine can be put together or taken 
apart in about two minutes. The ped- 
als are so close to the ground that the 
rider can at any time come to a stop 
by putting a foot to earth. For this 
reason there is said to be little dan- 
ger of a serious accident with this 
wheel. It is asserted that.a single rev- 
olution of the pedals will drive the 
wheel fifteen feet and. six inches, 
which is not bad traveling for a road- 
ster. The machine is quoted at a com- 
paratively low price, and the replacing 
of the tire is much less expensive than 
in the case of a larger wheel.

There is further a carefully de- 
tailed system for getting rid of the 
stolen property. One small gang makes 
a specialty of providing, in relation t 
purloined machines, properly print 
bill-heads, apparently coming from a 
firm of good class, and giving a regu- 
lar record of each machine. In _ this 
way the stolen articles can be disposed 
of with impunity and facility. 
THE HEALTHINESS OF YAWNING 
A celebrated Belgian physician says 
that yawning is an exceedingly healthy 
function generally, besides having a 
very salutory effect in complaints of 
the pharynx and eustachian tubes. Ac- 
cording to the results of late investiga- 
tions, yawning is the most natural 
form of respiratory exercise, bringing 
into action all the respiratory muscles 
of the chest and neck. It is recom- 
mended that every person should have 
a good yawn, with stretching of the 
limbs morning and evening, for the 
purpose of ventilating the lungs, of 
tonifying the muscles of respiration. 
An eminent authority claims that this 
form of gymnastics has a remarkable 
effect in relieving throat and ear trou- 
bles, and says that patients suffering 
from disorders of the throat have de- 
rived great benefit from it. He makes 
his patients yawn either by sugges- 
tion, imitation, or by a series of full 
breaths with the lips partly closed. The 
yawning is repeated six or eight times, 
and should be followed by swallowing. 
By this means the air and mucus in 
the eustachian tubes are aspirated. 
APPARATUS FOR RAISING SUNK- 
EN VESSELS. 
Sunken vessels are now raised by a 
two-part hull whose parts are rigidly 
connected with each other by an over- 
head framework, and carrying suitable 


port at their adjacent ends swinging 
cranes which carry grappling devices 
fitted with a hoisting chain for raising 
and lowering.

STORK AND FROGS. 


"DERRICK” SCORES THE STAND- 
ARD O1L COMPANY. 


He Warns Producers not te Swear 
Allegiance to a New King Who 
Will Gobble Them Up—A Reply 
to Agent Harvey. 


A short interview with J. C. Harvey, 
local agent of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, which appeared in the Sunday 
Times, has brought forth a “roar” from 
“Derrick,” 
these columns on oil 
rick’s” reply to Mr. 
ments is given below: 

(To the Editor of The Times:) Local 
oll-producers were amazed at the mat- 
ter of the interview fn your issue of 
Sunday morning by the agent of the 
Standard Ol! Company. He says: “At 
present there is no market for the Los 
Angeles oll, but we hope to be able soon 
to convince manufacturers that they 
really must have the oil.” The state- 
ment that there is no market for the 
Los Angeles oil is false, since there Is 
now a daily consumption of 1200 bar- 
rels. It is with the greatest difficulty 
that tank wagons and tank cars can 
be secured to furnish deliveries t6 con- 


topics.

sumers. Does this look like “no market- 


for Los Angeles oil?” Fully one-half of 


the production is called for daily, and. 


the demand is rapidly increasing, as 
well as the output from the Los Ange- 
les belt. 

It is true that there has been, and 
there still is, a surplus of oil here in 
tanks and that many wells have been, 
and are still, shut down for lack of 
storage and transportation to distant 
markets, but these problems are being 
solved without the assistance of the 
“g. oOo. m.,” which, in this instance, 
stands for the gigantic oil monopoly. 

“We hope to be able soon to con- 
vince manufacturers that they really 
must have the oil.” Now this is re- 
ffreshing news. What unadulterated as- 
surance the g. o. m. has, to be sure! 
Would the local agent have the people 
of California believe that fuel oil is yet 
on trial and that consumers are not 
convinced of its superior merits over 
coal and wood for fuel? Manufactur- 
ers were convinced of this fact more 
than ten years ago, and used it in 
preference to any other fuel when the 
cost was three times the present price 
of ofl in this city. The Standard’s ex- 
pert from Oj! Ctty will not make any 
discoveries in the heat merits of our 
oll that have not been already known 
to practical engineers. The “convincing 
of manufacturers” is purely gratuitous 
All this straw was threshed over long 
ago, when the Standard was busy 
“gobbling” the refined-oil trade of the 
Pacific States, which it now holds to 
the exclusion of all competition. 

The Standard agent says: “The price 
is so low in San Francisco now that 
one can barely afford to handle it.” 
Just so! There is nothing so dear to 
the heart of the octopus as “low’’ oil, 
when others have it, except high oil 
when the Standard has it. The first 
of these conditions may come to the 
Los Angeles oll market, and the second 
will be the inevitable sequence. 

He furthermore says: “Fifty cents 
is the price we believe the oil is worth, 
and we art willing to pay so much and 
no more for it."" That is to say, 40 cents 
at the wells, since it costs 10 cents per 
barrel to deliver it. It seems that the 
Standard has set its price at 40 cents 
atthe wells and it will endeavor to 
hold the peg in this hole. Should it 
succeed in this design, all the small 
well-owners Will £6 t6 the Wall, and 
the largest wells as yet developed will 
yield no profit to the owners. At the 
present cost of wells.(anti their cost is 
increasing every day from causes well 
known to producers,) including royalty 
and accidents, a well must _ produce 
9000 barrels of oil in two years (the 
probable life of a well.) to pay for itself 
at 40 cents per barrel. 

The average well will not pump fif- 
teen barrels daily for 600 days. In 
fact, the wells of the Los Angeles belt 
will not average today more than fif- 
teen barrels daily output. No well yet 
finished has produced over 125 barrels 
for forty consecutive days. 
above price per barrel the producer is 
working for the consumer without 
compensation. 

The interviewed further says: “The 
present problem for the oil man is to 
get rid of his surplus, so that he can 
go on pumping in his old wells and 
opening new wells.” This is truly an 
encouraging suggestion. Sell us your 
oil that has cost you 50 cents per bar- 
rel, for 40 cents, and open up new wells! 
This innocent advice, if taken, may 
some day become a command to the 
simple-minded oil-producers. The whole 
interview seemed predicated on not 
only “here to stay,” as the article is 


rheaded, but “here as a conquerer.” 


There is only one alternative for the 
oll men, and that is to stand firm in 
harmony, and refuse to sell oil at 46 
cents per barrel at the wells, since 
any other course will-be disaster. They 
should band together and work for a 
paying market. Let us not be like the 
foolish and ambitious frogs who 
thought they needed a change in their 
ruler and chose a stork for their king, 
who immediately swallowed them to 
the last tadpole. See? DERRICK.

RAILWAY EXTENSION. 


From the seventh annual report of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
it appears that the total railway mile- 
age of the United States on June 30, 
1894, was 178,708.55 miles, which 
shows an increase over the preceding 
year of 2,247.48 miles, being an in- 
crease of 1.27 per cent. in railway 
mileage during the year. For the 
year ending June 30, 1893, theincrease 
amounted to 2.80 per eent.; for 1892 it 
was 1.88 per cent.; for 1891 it was 2.94 
per cent.; for 1890 it was 4.78 per cent.; 
for 1889 it was 3.22 per cent.; for 1888 
it was 6.05 per cent.; and for 1887 it 
was 9.08 per cent. Thus, it appears, 
the increase in railway extension dur- 
ing the year covered by the report was 
less than for any vious year, The 
report adds that “the current record 
of railway construction does not war- 
rant the hope that the next report, 
that is to say for the year ending 

- June 30, 1895, will show any material 
improvement.” 

The principal extension of railway 
mileage, by States and Territories, is 
given as follows: In Pennsylvania, 
300.20 miles; in Florida, 234.82 miles; 

North Dakota, 195.54 miles; in- 
Ohio, 184.02 miles; in Georgia, 162.71 
miles; in Maine, 125.60 miles; in Mis- 
souri, 114.51 miles; and in West Vir- 
ginia, 117.56 miles. 

The number of roads abandoned dur- 
ing the year covered by the report was 
16, representing an aggregate mileage 
of 188.05 miles, The number of roads 

“ merged, reorganized, and consolidated 
during the year was 51, representing 
an aggregate mileage of 5,676.97 miles. 
These figures indicate extensive 
changes in the organization and man- 
agement of railway companies. The 
principal changes are in the line of 
consolidation. 

Never, within the history of the rail- 
way business in the United States, has 
so large a percentage of railway mile- 
age been in the hands of receivers as 
on June 30, 1894. There were on that 
date 192 railways in,the hands of re- 
ceivers, of which 126 had been con- 
signed to receiverships during the pre- 
ceding year, and 35 during the year 
ending June 30, 1893.

A CLEVELAND BLUNDER. 


The managers of the Atlanta Exposi- 
tion had planned an imposing demon- 
stration in favor of Cuban independ- 
ence, to be held on the exposition 


of Indiana had accepted an invitation 
to deliver the principal address on that 
occasion, and an extensive programme 
had been arranged to show the sym- 
pathy of Southern people for the Cu- 
ban cause. President Cleveland, it is 
stated, made a peremptory demand 
upon the exposition management that 
the proposed demonstration should be 
abandoned, and it was finally postponed 
until December 17. 

If Mr. Cleveland made such a de- 
mand, he exceeded his authority and 
his prerogatives. It does not appear 
that the meéting was to have been 
otherthan peaceable and orderly. It was 
designed merely as an expression of 
public sentiment. In no sense was it a 
plot, or a conspiracy to extend mate- 
rial aid to the insurgents. If the pro- 
posed demonstration had been of such 
a character, it would have been not 
only the President’s right, but his duty, 
to interfere. 

The rights of peaceful assemblage 
and of free speech are guaranteed to 
the people by our fundamental law, 
and Mr. Cleveland plainly went coun- 
ter to this guarantee in demanding the 
abandonment of the proposed demon- 
stration at Atlanta. Mr. Cleveland may 
not think as a majority of the Ameri- 
can people do on the Cuban question, 
and may be strongly opposed to the 
recognition of the insurgents as bellig- 
erents, but he has neither a moral nor 
an official right to seek to prevent a 


free expression of public opinion on the 
subject.

To construct crosswalks, Worswick 
Bros. proposed as follows: For forty- 
foot walks (40 x7,) $26.60 complete; fifty- 
foot walks. (50x7,) $33.25; sixty-foot 
walks (60x7,) $39.90. Where walks ex- 
ceed number of feet as above 9% cents 
per square foot complete. Smith & 
Wylie proposed: Crosswalks on grav- 
eled streets, complete, $26; crosswalks, 
on ungraveled streets, complete, $29, or 
54 cents per lineal foot, on graveled 
streets, and 64 cents per lineal foot on 
ungraveled streets, which bids were re- 
jected. 

John Rebman proposed to build the 
City Jail and equip the building ac- 
cording to specifications, for $99,900; A. 
McNally proposed to construct the 
frame alone for $78,000; Pauly Jail Com- 
pany proposed to construct the cells 
for $29,000, and less cells in proportion; 
Van Dorn Iron Works proposed to con- 
struct all the cells for $25,000, and less 
cells in proportion. 

These bids were referred to the Ruild- 
ing Committee, which will meet, this 
morning and report to the Council 
Thursday upon the bids. It is possi- 
ble that instead of the sandstone frent 
the building will be made of brick. This 
change would mean a saving of nearly 
$10,000. As will be seen, the bids re- 
ceived yesterday, are very much above 
the Building Superintendent’s estimate. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Councilman Kingery Favors Early 
Closing of the Public Library. 


Couneilman Kingery evidently 
for some time had his eye on the gas 
bill of the City Hall building, which 
amounts to nearly $200 a month, and 
during the session of the Council yes- 
terday, submitted the following reso- 
lution regarding the matter: 

“Whereas, there is to my mind an 
extravagant use of gas in the City 
Hall, that $195.60 is more than we ought 
to pay per month, I would therefore 
move ‘that all departments of the City 
Hall be requested to economize, and 
that the Public Library be asked to 
close the doors at 9 o’clock p.m., and 
not to light up earlier in the evening 
than is actually necessary.” 

The resolution was adopted without 
discussion. The request concerning the 
closing of the Public Library will come 
before the library directors next Mon- 
day. 

A communication, previously printed, 
was received by the Council from the 
Police Commissioners yesterday, in 
which report is given of the progress 
made in ridding Alameda street of the 
cribs which adorn that thoroughfare. 
The report was read and filed. 

The reports of the Board of Public 
Works, Sewer Committee and Bridge 
Committee, already published, were re- 
ceived and adopted by the Council yes- 
terday. It having been reported that 
contractors are erecting bridges near 
the river bed, and charging toll for 
drivers hauling sand from the river, 
the Chief of Police was instructed to 
investgigate the matter, and report to 
the Council as to truth of the 
rumors. 


CITY ENGINEER'S REPORT. 
The City Engineer, in his report to 
the Council yesterday, mentioned the 
following mavters, which had been re- 


ferred’ to ‘him for a report. The or- 
dinances prepared by the engineer 
were adopted by the Council:

LOS ANGELES, Nov. 4—(To the 
Editor of The Times:) I. think no 
right-minded person can read the find- 
ing of the jury against Vannier, the 
dog-slayer, without indignation. In the 
face of no positive evidence that Ri- 
baud was a vicious dog, or had ever 
bitten anyone; in the face of the self- 
confessed guilt of the dog’s slayer, this 
jury of his peers (not Ribaud’s, but 
Vannier’s,) brings in a verdict of “not 
guilty.” There comes to be less and 
less safety to our faithful, four-footed 
friends, as the dog-poisoner and dog- 
shooter are more and more in evi- 
dence, and, encouraged by such verdicts 
as that just rendered, who knows 
where the criminal practice will end?

The steer was stolen and killed on the 
night of June 11, and the two men claim 
to have seen George Vanderkarr at 
Santa Paula on that day. If this story 
were true. And an alibi for Vanderkarr 
could be established, the testimonyof a 
number of witnesses for the prosecution 
could be impeached, and the cause of 
Mace Mayes be materially strength- 
ened thereby. 


Horace Lawn went on the stand yes-- 


¢erday and testified that he borrowed 
a horse and buggy from Mrs. John 
Cowlte on June 10, drove to Saticoy, 
and there was joined by George Smith. 
The two drove to Dick Vanderkart'’s 


ranch at Santa Paula, and remained } 


until June 12, when they returned to 
Mrs. Cowlte’s place. While at Santa 
Paula they saw George Vanderkarr, 
who; it is claimed by the prosecution, 
was at. that time aiding in the slaugh- 
ter of the blue steer, many miles away. 
George Smith corroborated Lawn’'s 
story in all these particulars, adding 
that he wae, at the time, working for 
Donlan Bros., at Las Posas rancho. 
The prosecution happened to have 
pretty strong evidence of the falsity of 
both stories, and the two men were 
promptly “collared” for perjury, with 


{the chance of a straight case against 


them. Jim Donlan is ready to go on the 
stand and swear that Smith never 
worked at Rancho Las Posas, and his 
story is borne out by Sam Bayard, who 
will state that Smith worked for him 
on a hay-baler, and that from May 17 
until he was subpoenaed as a witness 
in the Mayes case, the man never lost 
a day except once, when he was taken 
to Hueneme on June 15, to serve as a 
witness in a trial there, and was 
brought back the same day. Andrew 
Cowlte will swear that the men never 
borrowed a horse and buggy from his 
mother. Altogether, the case looks 
rather black for the two alleged per- 
jurers, and there are rumors that the 
charge of false sweaing will not stop 
with them. 


BRYSON GETS DAMAGES. 


But in a Lesser Amount Than First 
Demanded. 


Judge Van Dyke yesterday handed 
down an opinion in the case of L. H. 
Bryson vs. A. J. McCone et al., the 
action for damages on breach of con- 
tract brought by I. H. Bryson against 
the Fulton Engine Works for failure 
to convert, as per contract, the ice 
plant located in the city, and Known as 
the Consumers’ Ice Company of Los 
Angeles, into the Kilton system of ice- 
making, without the use of condensed 
water. This was to have been done at 
the Fulton Engine Works in this city, 
and the defendants were to deliver the 
plant finished and complete, and prap- 
erly set in the building at Riverside, 
guaranteeing that the plant, when so 
finished, would have a daily capacity 
of fifteen tons of good ice. 

The cans or tanks could not. be made 
tight, so as to prevent leakage, accord- 
ing to the plan or in the mode speci- 
fied in the contract, which required the 
use either of black iron or steel with a 
certgin kind of paint. It was finally 
détéermined that it WAS to 
substitute galvanized iron, and the par- 
ties were negotiating to have this sub- | 
stitution made by the Lacy Manufac- 
turing Company. A contract was 
drawn up to be entered into between 
that cempany and the defendants, but 
they finally refused to sign the con- 
tract. The defendants notified Bryson 
that they refused to go to any further 
expense or trouble concerning the 
tanks unless assured that they would 
be accepted as erected by the Lacy 
Manufacturing Company, and all ex- 
penses guaranteed. 

This closed the efforts between the 
parties to carry out the contract, and 
Bryson afterward entered into another 
contract with the Lacy Manufacturing 
Company to put in other cans of gal- 
vanized iron.

Gamages, instead of being computed 
from March 1, should have commenced 
from July 2, when the contract was 
@bandoned, the acts and conduct of 
the plaintiff amounting to an exten- 
sion of the time for the completion of 
the contract. 

Findings and judzment were awarded 
in the sum of $4102, giving damages in 
the sum of $3500, outside of the $602 
paid to the. Lacy Manufacturing Com- 


pany, over the contract price of the 
defendant. 


Pirtle Paid His Fine. 
John A. Pirtle decided yesterday to 


- pay his fine of $10 for assaulting W. 


D. Wasson, and the case against him 
was dismissed by Judge Smith upon 
motion of Deputy District Attorney 
Willis. The fine was inflicted in the 
Police Court, and the defendant apn- 
pealed from the judgment on the 
groumi of error, and because Mr. Pir- 
tle had not waived a jury trial. The 
case was set for 10 a.m. yesterday in 
Department One, but was continued 
until 2 p.m., when the fine was paid 
and the cause dismissed. 


Opinion of Judge York. 


Judge York yesterday handed down 
an opinion in the case of L. Williams 
et al.. vs. Theresa Nedbidek et al.. an 
action to set aside the judgment of a 
justice court, for the amendment of 
the record of the lower court, for an 
injunction enjoining the issuance of an 
execution, and for general relief. The 
defendants demurred to the complaint. 
alleging that a sufficient cause of ac- 
tion was mot stated, and the decision 
of Judge York sustained the demurrer. 


Alleged Defect in a Commitment. 

F. L. German, convicted in the Jus- 
tice Court at E] Monte of petty lar- 
ceny, came before Judge Smith yester- 
day with a demand for release under 
a@ writ of habeas corpus, on the cround 
that there was no proper commitment. 
The Justice wrote simply: “The de- 
fendant is committed for ten days in 
the County. Jail,” making no allusion 
to the fact that the man was properly 
tried and duly convicted. ‘Judge Smith 
continued the matter until today, that 
the record of the commitment might 
be examined. If ‘it was properly re- 
corded, German will be held, if not,, he 
must be released. 


Motion for a New Trial. 


Frank Roemer was yesterday hrought 
before Judge Smith to receive ake 
for the murder of B. M. Ullery. The 
motion for a new trial was presented 
and the matter was continued’ by the 
Judge until tomorrow. The motion was 

upon the ground that the vudge 
had erred in_instructing the jury that 
Roemer could not avail himself of the 
plea of self-defense unless the difficulty 
which led to the shooting had been pro- 
voked by Ullery at that time. Accord- 
ing to the instructions on behalf of the 
prosecution, if Roemer had created the 
mecessity for self-defense, that plea 


would not avail him.Johnsten Jones 


Esq., claimed that the Supreme Court 
had decided that such instruction on 
the part of the court was not law, and, 
therefore, moved for a new trial.

WHERE IS EATON? 


A WELL-KNOWN CATERER MYS- 
TERIOUSLY MISSING. 


He Dropped from Sight Last Friday 
‘and Creditors are Anxiously In- 
quiring After His Whereaboats. 
The Owl Buffet Attached. 


Charles Eaton, proprietor of the Owl 
Buffet, at No. 319 South Spring street, 
bas been missing since Friday after- 


quiring as to his whereabouts. 

Years ago, during the boom, Eaton 
was in the saloon business in this city 
and later he is said to have engaged in 
the summer-hotel business not far from 
San Francisco. Afterward ‘he drifted 
back to Los Angeles and became pro- 
prietor of the Hollenbeck bar. Last 
February he opened up the Owl Buffet 
at No. 319 South Spring street. 

This place has a very small frontage 
and from its appearance one would 
think that only a small restaurant 
business could be done there. A look 
through the rear, however, would give 
one a different impression. There are 
twenty-five rooms which were fitted up 
so that parties could have lunches in 
seclusion and come and go by the rear 
entrance on Broadway. 

As far as known things went as 
smoothly as things usually do in such 
places. To be sure, it is understood the 
rooms were furnished with material 
obtained on t installment plan, but 
this fact it is supposed did not injure 
the business. No one suspected that 
Mr. Eaton had any thought of disap- 
pearing, for only the day before he left 
he was heard to remark something 
about having a new front put in. 
The fact that Mr. Eaton had disap- 
peared became noised among his cred- 
itors’and yesterday there were a num- 
ber of them at the place inquiring for 
him. ‘Some of them had bills for small 
amounts, while others had claims 
amounting to considérable sums. It 
would be difficult to obtain any approx- 
imate estimate of the amount he is 
owing, but it is believed to be consid- 
erable. 

All kinds of surmises as to where he 
went have been expressed, but no one 
appears to have reliable information on 
the subject. Some one telegraphed to 
his mother in San Francisco, askingif 
he had gone there, but a reply .was re- 
ceived to the effect that she knew 
nothing of his whereabouts. 

Some of his creditors obtained an at- 
tachment. on the stock at the place 
‘yesterday and it is in the hands of 
keepers. In order not to injure the 
business, the place is, however, kept 
open.

The Northwestern Reduces Its 
ning Time Between Chicago 
and Los Angeles. 


A Rate War Between the Southern 
Pacific and Santa Fe Almost In- 
evitable—The Great Northern 
Strike Troubles. 


One train of the Santa Fe route’s 
@epick and span new Chicago flyer was 
on exhibition yesterday to a party of 
gentlemen, including a contingent from 
the Fourth Estate; and in addition 
there was a Fred Harvey dinner given 
to the guests of Generdl Manager Wade, 
that filled a long-felt want. 

The new cars are palaces on wheels, 
with all that the’ “palaces” im- 
plies. The Pullman company has out- 
done itself in this new equipment. The 
coaches sparkle with bright metal and 
polished wood, and woo the traveler 
with an upholstery that is not only 
comfortable}. but. luxurious, while the 
dining cars and tthe service equal that 
of any hotel ‘in the-lamd. 

At 1:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
the invited company joined Mr. Wade 
at La Grande Station, when a run was 
taken to Santa Ana and return, the 
trip occupying sufficient time in which 
to discuss the good things of Mr. Har- 
vey’s plethoric larder, and to enable the 
party to inspect the luxuries and con- 
veniences of the splendid train, which 
was composed of @ diner, a boudoir 
car and two siee , all of which are a 
part of the regular service now being 
given over the joint lines of the South- 
ern California and the Santa Te rail- 
ways to Lake Michigan.

RATE WAR INEVITABLE. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 4.—Special 
Dispatch.) Bitter contention between 
the Southern Pacific and Santa Fe over 
east-bound passenger business will be 
inaugurated tomorrow. The #outhern 
Pacific will place on sale tickets read- 
ing from San‘ Francisco to Chicago, St. 
Louis, Cairo and other points, via New 
Orleans, at the rate now prevailing for 
the same trip via the short line. Like- 
wise, the Santa Fe will place on sale 
tomorrow titkets reading from Sgn 
Francisco to Omaha, via Mojave and 
Kansas City, at the rates now charged 
over the direct line toa Omaha. The 
tickets to be sold from San Francisco 
to Chicago and St. Lovis and New Or- 
leans are put in purely for scalping 
purposes, and the Santa Fe, for pro- 
tection and retaliation, has been forced 
to put on sale tickets which can be 
used by scalpers in routing business 
over their line. ere is every indica- 
tion of a bitter struggle between the 
two roads for winter business, and it 
is thought likely the trouble may de- 
velop into a rate war. 

This latest trouble between the South- 
ern Pacific and the Santa Fe is tne out- 
come of the Southern Pacific’s effort to 
divert business from the Ogden line to 
the Sunset route. It is a generally rec- 
ognized fact that passengers destined 
to Chicago will not go by way of New 
Orleans, all conditions being equal, and 
it is charged that tickets to be placed 
on sale are not for, the purpose of in- 
_ ducing Chicago passengers to so via 

New Orleans, but to enable sealpers to 
make a cheap rate over the Sunset 
route. The coupon for the trip from 
New Orleans to Chicago is regarded as 
a good “scalp,” and it will enable the 
Southern Pacific to get just what itis 
looking for, more business over the 
Sunset route. 

The sale of tickets over the Santa Fe 
to Omaha, via Kansas City, is a scalp- 
ing propositian pure and simple, but it 
is said the Santa Fe was forced into 
taking this action. 7 
~The ‘elbow rates” which are to be 
re-established tomorrow, were in force 
a@ year ago, but bath lines found it ad- 
visable to discontinue the same, as ‘it 
proved too much of a good thing for 
ticket scalpers. 

GREAT NORTHERN TROUBLE. 

ST. PAUL (Minn.,) Nov. 4—In the 
great strike of the A.R.U on the Great 
Northern Railroad eighteen months ago 
the start was almost exactly similar to 
what is claimed to be a new strike at 
this time. Then, as now, the officials 
of the road united, up to the time the 
road was finally tied up, in asserting 
that there was no strike and no cause 
for one. Then, as now, the men went 
out at various. points along the line in 
a somewhat scattering manner. Just 
what may be the outcome, it is diffi- 
cult to say, but that there will be at 
least some trouble seems now assured,

ANOTHER FLYER. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 4.—The cut on the 
running time from Chicago to Los An- 
geles by the Santa Fe has spurred the 
Northwestern to. take such action as 
will keep its “Overland flyer” still in 
advance of all other roads. It has 
nearly completed arrangements whete- 
by the time from Chicago to San F'ran- 
cisco. will be cut to three days. It pro- 
poses to put on a new train niade up of 
Pullmans to leave here at 6 p.m. daily, 
and to arrive in San Francisco at 7:45 
p.m. on t third day, thereby seving 
one night in the present running time. 
The Los Angeles car attached to this 
train will reach there at 7:30 a.m., the 
fourth day, cutting the time by twenty- 
four hours over the preseft schedules 
between Chicago and points in South- 
ern California. A second train will 
leave Chicago daily at 11 p.m., 
through tourist cars for San Francisco, 
connecting at Sacramento for Los An- 
geles. The patrons of the tourist cars 
will thus able to make the trip to 
San Francisco in three and a half days.

The yoyng man came from England 
to Manitoba, hoping to find work, and 
so be enabled to settle“in the great 
Northwest, but times were hard and he 
drifted on to Victoria, B. C., working 
his way as best he might. From Vic- 
toria he came down the Coast, search- 
ing for employment and finally reached 
Los Angelés about three months ago, 
where he was taken in by ‘as * 
Ketchum, proprietor of the Highland 
Villa, who gave him work. : 

When Blackburn had earned enough 
to pay the expressage, he sent back to 
Victoria for the large valise which con- 
tained all his worldly goods. The grip- 
sack reached Los Angeles all right, but | 
was detained by the Collector of Cus- | 
toms, who informéd the young man 
that he would have to pay $20 duty on | 
its contents. Young Blackburn was in | 
despair, for he had not money enough | 


understand how his personal belongings 
could be dutiable.

IN SOCIAL SPHERES. 


A crowd that packed the First M. E, 
Church to its doora gathered last even- 
ing ta say farewell and godspeed to the 
Rev. John W. Campbell, D.D., and Mrs. 
Campbell, who will leave tomorrow for 
their new work in the Bighteenth-street 
Church in New York. 

The church had been beautifully dec- 
orated by the loving hands of a com- 
mittee consisting of Mrs. Gillette, chair- 
man; Dr. Baldwin, Mmes. Nettleton, 
Charlies Forrester, Strong, ynolds, 
Mulford, Crow, J. B. Owens, Halfhill, 
Somes and Miss Johnson. Dr. ad Mrs. 
Campbell received their friends gtand- 
ing beneath a beautiful arch made of 
deep yellow chrysanthemums, shading 
up to white, and in the curve was set 
the word “Mizpah” in white chrysan- 
themums against a soft background of 
smilax. From the arch and the pillars 
to the chancel rail swung graceful 
ropes of smilax. Edging the pulpit plat- 
form was a feathery bank of white mar- 
guerites and umbrella plant, and be- 
tween the platformand rail were massed 
papyrus, callas and pink and white 
cosmos. Tall baskets of flowers, 
wreather about with smilax, were 
placed about the platform, and at either 
side rose pampas plumes and date 
palma At either side of the pastor and 
his wife was a table massed with roses 
and other flowers. Over the doors were 
palms, and the pillars were wreathed 
with vines. Several flashlight photo- 
graphs were taken of Dr. and Mrs. 
Campbell and the decorations. 

The reception was given by the Ep- 
worth League, the Ladies’ Aid Society, 
the Women’s Foreign Missionary So- 
ciety, and the Women’s Home Mission- 
ary Society, assisted by the official 
board of the church. 

The programme, which was presided 
over by Mr. Gillette, was opened with a 
chorus, Hatton’s “Belfry Tower,” by 
the choir. Dr. Will A. Knighten fol- 
lowed with a fervent prayer, and then 
President White of the University of 
Southern California made an impressive 
address to Dr. Campbell, in which he 
referred feelingly to the parting with 
his brother, friend, his earnest co- 
worker, and said that the ties between 
them would never end. ‘God has hon- 
ored and blessed you in your work, and 
the presence of gour sweet wife has 
been to us, as to you, a blessing and a 
benediction.”’ 

After a chorus, “Just Like Love,” 8. 
P. Mulford read a set of very compli- 
mentary resolutions, which had been 
drafted by a committee appointed by 
the quarterly conference of the church, 
in regard to the departure of Dr. Camp- 
bell. His faithful work and the pros- 
perous condition of the church under 
his administration were feelingly re- 
ferred to, as well as the great loss they 
felt in the removal of “a faithful pastor 
and spiritual guide, a sweet-spirited 
soul, a preacher of fine presence and 
oratorical power,” and a Christian 
brother whom they had learned to love 
asa brother. The resolution also stated 
that in Mrs. Campbell, “our pastor’s de- 
voted wife and. helpmeet, we have al- 
ways found a true and devoted Chris- 
tian woman, and a great spiritual power 
of our ehurch.”’ 

Regarding Dr. Campbell’s removal, 
the resolution reads as follows: 

“His removal at this time is not at 
the request of our official board, but be- 
cause ihe higher authorities of the great 
Methodist Episcopal church deem it 
best that he should be transferred to a 
new field of labor, where he can serve 
his Master and the church,” 

The fesolutions were signed by the 
committee, Messrs. S. P. Mulford, J. 
M. C. Marble, Lucien Shaw and A. E. 
Pomeroy. 

Dr. rber then made an address, in 
which he referred very tenderly to the 
love the whole congregation bore for 
Dr. Campbell and his wife, and said 
that the wonderful work and growth 
and ‘prosperity of the church demon- 
strated that under the administration of 
this servant of God, these four years 
have been years of great )lessing, 
soul-winning and squli-sav- 
ng. 

Mrs. Campbell was called upon to re- 
spond, and, though she looked too frail 
and ill to stand, she bravely rose, and 
was greeted with the warmest ap- 
plause, In her sweet, charming way 
she said that she was too sick and 
weak, and ought not to talk, but her 
heart was so full she could not keep it 
all to herself. “I can only give you just 
a word of greeting, out of a heart full 
of gratitude and love for all you have 

en to me, and I shall carry away with 
me a valuable possession, your gift to 
me, and as the years of life pass hy, it 
will become still more valuable: the 
memory of your patience, sympathy, 
tenderness, love, gifts and constant 
thoughtfulness for your minister's wife. 
Out of the depths of a prayerful, lov- 


' ing heart, I thank you, and I love you, 


every one.”’ 


Mrs. Campbell said she hoped to re- 
turn to Los Angeles some time and live 
and die here. 

Dr. Campbell spoke tenderly of the 
Sympathy and kindness he and his 
amily had received from the congrega- 


_ tion, and of the four beautiful years 


that had. woven and interwoven them- 
selves into his life’s fiber and thought 
and sympathy. “My soul is greater be- 
cause I have known you and have come 
in touch with you. May the blessed 
Spirit of God, which has made this 
church such a power on the Coast, be 
and abide with you forever.’’ 

At the close of his remarks, Dr. Camp- 
bell baptized the little daughter cf Mr. 
and Mrs. Frank Wood, and named her 
Frances Ruth.

MEETING OF THE COUNCI 


THE POWER OF THE CITY TO CON- 
“DPEMN SCHOOL PROPERTY. 


A Business-license Ordi e 
Fair Oaks-avenuc Sidewalk and 
Curbing—Petitions and Commu- 
nications—The Southern Pacific 
Franchisc. 


PASADENA, Nov. 4.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) There was a full board 
at the regular session of the City Coun- 
cil this afternoon, and, after the reading 
of the minutes, the regulat order of 
business was proceeded with, the first 
thing brought before the board being 
the ordinance changing the grade of 
Broadway. This instrument had passed 
the first reading at a previous meeting 
of the Trustees, and was, accordingly, 
adopted. . 

Affidavits of the posting of notices of 
the sewer work to be done on Lincoln 
avenue were presented by the City 
Clerk and declared sufficient, and the 
customary resolution of intention was 
thereupon passed. 

At the meeting of the Trustees, Octo- 
ber 27, the City Attorney was instructed 
to look up the law upon the opening of 
Worcester avenue, and today his re- 
port covering the subject was pre- 
sented to the board. In substance it 
was to the effect that, while it was un- 
questionably true that the city, under 
the right of eminent domain, has the 
power of entering upon condemnation 
proceedings for extending a street, tn- 
der the code the essential thing for the 
court to determine in the matter of 
condemning public property for other 
public use is, which use is the more ne- 
cessary. In presenting the report, Judge 
Weed cited the opinion of the City At- 
torney, which was embodied therein, 
that the result of litigation upon that 
point, would be doubtful, and he said 
that he was not if favor of a long and 
expensive suit, which would take, be- 
side money, a great deal of time in the 
settlement. He advised the property- 
owners to arrange the matter amicably 
with the School Trustees by agreeing to 
purchase for a playground as much land 
as they wished to condemn for street 
purposes, Dr. Black, appearing for the 
petitioners, said that he was not in 
favor of a few property-owners bearing 
all of the expense for the opening up of 
the street, and that the only just way 
was to condemn the land so as to com- 
pel them all to pay for it. The T)us- 
tees could then purchase the necessary 
land for a playground, and divide the 
expense among the persons benefited. 

Judge Weed informed Dr. Black that 
the board was willing to agree to any 
amicable mutual arrangement between 
the property-owners and the School 
Trustees, but that litigation was to be 
avoided. Action was deferred to per- 
mit the property-owners and the School 
Board to cOme to an understanding. 

Judge Weed, as the chairman of the 
Ordinance and Judiciary Committee, in- 
troduced an ordinance for licensing 
hackmen. He prefaced its introduction 
by the statement that he would reserve 
the right to vote upon the matter the 
same as though some other person rad 
brought it before the board, and said 
that when it came to a vote he would 
undoubtedly vote against it. He did 
not give his reagon for this intended ac- 
tion, although at the last meeting of 
the Trustees he expressed himself as 
unequivocally opposed to any business- 
license ordinance which did not con- 
template a general license. The crdi-

_.per month, payable February 1 and 


August 1, each year, in advance. Should 
the ordinance become a law, from the 
time of its passage to  Febru- 
ary 1, 189%, g.each public car- 
riage and hack will be taxed $7.50 
a month. In speaking upon the sub- 
ject Judge Weed said that it looked to 
him like the creation of a monopoly, 
like putting a wall around Pasadena 
and permitting the twenty-five men 
representing the public-carriage indus- 
try.to thrive at the expense of citi- 
zens generally. No one seemed to see 
that to avoid this the ordinance should 
have gone further. There should have 
been a mileage rate fixed by the Cotun- 
cll, and a penalty for the violation of 
these regulations should have been pro- 
vided. It is not the sense of the com- 
munity that hackmen should be “pro- 
tected”’ in their business to the extent 
of having matters all their own way 
and extorting from tourists anything 
they can in the way of fares. Other cit- 
jes regulate the rate licensed hackmen 
are permitted to charge, and compel 
them to display in a conspicuous place 
in their vehicles printed cards display- 
ing the legal rate. 

As this ordinance was said to be a 
“nucleus,” for further action, it may 
be that regulations will be considered 
at some future meeting of the trustees 
and amendments to the present ordi- 
mance introduced. It is but just that 
those seeking the protection of the city 
for their business interests should vield 
something to the general public, at 
whose expense violations of their rights 
will be prosecuted. 

Trustee Washburn brought before the 
Council the subject of taking care of 
the storm water on East Colorado 
street, and the laying of a pipe for 
that purpose before the paving should 
be placed. He was authorized by the 
board to proceed in the matter, and to 
use tiling or pipe for the purpose as he 
saw fit.

He came here, and in the course 
of time the officials of Pasadena re- 
ceived notice that such aman was 
wanted. Marshal Buchanan located 
Haas some time in June, and wrote to 
Scott, telling him that tab would be 
kept on his movements, and he would be 
prevented from leaving town. He was 
quietly watched, and the Marshal of 
Marion county today put in an appear- 
ance, identified the man, and, having 
the proper papers for his removal, will 
take him back to Kansas tomorrow to 
answer the charge of assault with in- 
tent to commit murder. 


To Produce a New Variety of Straw- 
berry. 


(Exchange:) Amateurs desiring to 
produce new varieties of strawberries 
may do s> by the folowing: When 
the plants are in full bloom, load a 
camel hair brush with the dust or pol- 
len, convey it to the variety you wish 
to cross, and carefully mix the pollen 
on the blooms. Remove all blooms 
from the plants except those impreg- 
nated. Bend twigs over the plants: 
cover with mosquito netting or tobacco 
cloth to exclude bees, or your work 
will be in vain. Allow the fruit to 
dry upon the plants to insure fine 
flavor and new varieties. Sow the seed 
in rich soil in shallow boxes, cover very 
lightly, and keep the sojl moist. When 
the plant*is large enough to handle 
with thumb and finger, plant three 
inches apart in other boxes. In the 
fall the largest of these plants may be 
Set out in. the garden.

HOW INTEREST GROWS. In Janu- 
ary, 1855, J. W. Potts borrowed $100 from 
W. W. Barlow upon a lot in this city, 
at .12% ‘per cent. per month, 
interest compounded monthly. This 
was rather high interest, even at 
that early period. The loan was 
repaid within a few months. Mr. Potts 
has conmiputed the amount which the 
debt would have reached today, sup- 
posing the interest had not been paid, 
and the note had not become outlawed. 
The figures expressing the amount 
would have no meaning to the ordinary 
reader. Some idea of how immense the 
amount would be may be gathered from 
the following illustration: There are 
about 1,400,000,000 people on the carth, 
Supposing there were 1,400,000,000 earths, 
orone for each individual on this planet, 
and each of these earths had a popula- 
tion equal to ours, the amount of the 
debt would give each one of this vast 
multitude $44,000,000. This is the way 
interest grows if it is allowed to run on. 


ADVANCES ON ORANGES. The 
Times published, some weeks ago, a 
statement that the Southern California 
Fruit Exchanges were contemplating a 
plan whereby orange-growers who were 
members of the exchanges could nego- 
tiate with banks an advance of money 
on the certificate receipts issued to 
them by the exchanges through which 
their oranges were shipped. fFome 
doubts having been expressed as to the 
feasibility of the proposed plan, a Times 
reporter called today on some of the 
bankers of this city and asked them 
their opinion in regard to the matter. 
In several cases the answer was that 
they could not offer any opinion in re- 
gard to it, as the question had not been 
brought to their attention; nor did they 
know in what form the certificate re- 
ceipts would be drawn, nor what pro- 
portion of the estimated value of the 
shipments shippers would ask. 

Mr. Hellman of the Farmers’ and 
Merchants’ Bank said: “Whatever ad- 
vances our bank might be willing to 
make on orange shipments would very 
largely depend on who the shipper was 
and who the consignee was. If both of 
them were satisfactory to us and would 
guarantee us—in the event of accident to 
the fruit—repayment of the sum we 
would advance, we would probably 
make it, but we would not look on the 
fruit itself as a sufficient security. No 
bank,” he added, “would accept a per- 
ishable commodity, such as oranges, as 
a valid security.” 

Maj. Bonebrake, 
Los Angeles 
approached onthe subject,  re- 
plied: “I know no reason why 
a sufficiently satisfactory plan can- 
not be devised whereby barks could 
assist the orange-growers by making 
some advances to them on their ship- 
ments. Oranges, when properly han- 
dled, are worth money, and are a safe- 
enough risk up to a certain point, and I 
see no reason, With the exchange as a 
corporate body standing at the back of 
the shippers, why the risk could not be 
made perfectly safe. Of course,” he 
added, “it happens sometimes that a 
shipment turns out badly, but if it 
could be arranged that the sectirity for 
the advance of money required wo 
not depend on the results of any pa 
ticular shipment, and that the exchange 
would stand sponsor for the shipper, 
there is no reason why a bankable 
proposition could not be presented.” 

There should be sufficient in these re- 
marks to encourage the orange-grow- 
ers to devise a plan, sufficiently sound 
to, enable the banks to help them 
with the assistance so many of them 


require during the picking and packing 
season.

STORY ABOUT LEMONS. The fol- 
lowing strange story has been going 
the rounds of the Eastern newspapers. 
It seems to have had its origin in Kan- 
sas City and the author of it is believed 
to be R. E. Bruner, whose name is men- 
tioned in it. Mr. Bruner formerly rep- 
resented the Southern California Fruit 
Exchanges in Kansas City but does 
net at the present +time. The story; 
which is very Munchausen in character, 
is as follows: 

“A committee appointed by the South- 
ern California Fruit Exchanges will 
arrive in this city in a special car from 
Los Angeles to investigate the feasibil- 
ity of establishing a natural storehouse 
in this city for the curing and storing 
of lemons. The Southern California 
Fruit Exchanges represent 90 per cent. 
of the fruit-growers in Southern Cali- 
fornia. Last year 6000 cars of Southern 
California fruit were shipped’ to this 
city. The visiting committee will meet 
wita commission men and fruit hand- 
lers at the office of R. E. Bruner in the 
Fruit Exchange Building at the corner 
of Second and Main streets. ; 

“It is proposed to build in Kansas 
City, adjacent to one or more railroads, 
a gigantic lemon storehouse. The store- 
house will be a cave and will be d 
in the side of a hill. Its cost is esti- 
mated at $15,000. Lemons will be 
breught here green from California in 
the winter months and placed in the 
cave to cure and ripen. Cold storage is 
fatal to lemons and it has been discov- 
ered that they keep and ripen best in 
a temperature of about 50 deg. It will 
be sought to keep-—the temperature in 
the cave at 50 deg. all the time. In Feb- 
ruary lemons are worth only $2 a box, 
while in: July the prices range from 
$8 to $]0. a box. The object of 
storing the’ lemons in February and 
selling them in the summer is apparent. 
It is proposed to supply lemons from 
the cave to Leavenworth, Atchison, To- 
peka and other markets close by Kan- 
sas City. Lemons cured in California 
are so far. away from the trade 
center that it-is-dificult to get them 
to market just at the time when a good 
profit could be realized. 

“R. E. Bruner is the Kansas City 
representative of the Southern Califor- 
nia Fruit Exchanges. He is an euthusi- 
astic advocate of natural storage for 
lemons, and is behind the plan to build 
a cave. 

“The committee will visit Chicago and 
many of the Eastern cities before re- 
turning to California. 

“W. B. Wall of Tustin, Cal., a big 
lemon-grower, has been in the city for 
several days consulting with Mr. Bru 
ner regarding the scheme.”’ 

As nothing had ever been said here 
of the intention of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Fruit Exchanges to carry out: 
this large lemon-cave scheme, a Times 
reporter called today at the office of 
the exchanges in this city and asked 
for information. Secretary Frost, af- 
ter having read the story, burst into’ 


laugh and pronounced it “pulp.” 


said there was not a word of truth 
in it; that the Southern California 
Fruit Exchanges had no intention of 
digging a lemon cave at Kansas City 
or any other city, and in his opinion 
the only cave that ought to be dug 
Was one to put the man in that con- 
cocted and blazoned forth such a blaz- 
ing story. 


LOUISIANA SUGAR CROP. Among 
the last New Orleans advices is an es- 
timate of the ‘total sugar crop of Louis- 
iana for the present year. It is placed 
at 710,827,438 pounds, or about 355,414 
tons, an increase of 57,647 tons over last 
year. If the government were compelled 
to pay the bounty provided by the ‘Mc- 
Kinley bill, the sugar-makers would re- 
ceive this year $14,216,558 in addition to 
the profit they may make on their prod- 
uct. An Eastern trade paper, referring 
to the good sugar crop in that State 
this year, says: 

“The Louisidna sugar crop this year 


is classed as a full one, and the outlook 
as to the prices is exceptional. Like 
cotton, sugar has taken an upward 
turn, With the European beet crops a 
practical failure; and the Cuban sugar 
yield far below even a small average, 
ahe decrease is estimated at a million 
anda half tons. This shrinkage in pro- 
duction elsewhere makes the more than 

000 tons in Louisiana loom up as a 
blessing to planters and the jobbers 
and distributors generally, and will re- 


turn a golden harvest to the Pelican 
State.” 


OLIVES SCARCE EAST. Owing to 
the litigation now going on between the 
New York importers of Spanish olives 
and the New York Board of General 
Appraisers, table olives are getting 
very scarce and dear on the 
Eastern markets. 

Speaking about the matter, a promi- 
nent Eastern official of Philadelphia 
said, as reported in the Grocery World: 

“Fully half the available olive supply 
is tied up in bond awaiting the decision 
as to the case in this city. It is said 
that half of the entire 1894 crop of 
Spanish olives is involved. The lot now 
held by the Philadelphia customs au- 
thorities is an entire vessel load, and is 
as large as the whole country used a 
few years ago. Besides this lot, there 
are four cargoes at New York, and one 
at San Francisco, according to the Phil- 
adelphia customs officials, all awaiting 
this decision before being available. 
These amount: to about 75,000 bushels. 

“The market is now practically bare 
of Spanish olives, and the packers of 
the fruit are resting idly on their oars. 
This is unfortunate, in view of the in- 
creased demand for the last few years. 
In 1893 the demand was 30 per cent. 
more than in 1892, and the demand for 
1894 was fully 50 per cent. more than 
that of 1893. The consumption this year 
is expected to show a corresponding in- 
crease, as the Spanish olive is becoming 
ex ingly popular.”

Company of Mexico, an organization 
formed for the purchase, sale and im- 
provement of lands in the district of 
Culcatlan and State of Oaxaca.

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Our F in London. 


(San Francisco Call:) General Man- 
ager Thomas of the California Yruit 
Transportation Company has returned 
to New York from London, after an ex- 
| haustive examination of the London 
fruit market, to Which his company 
; has been making weekly shipments 
| during the summer. Mr. Thomas saya 
‘that before he left London he had 

commenced a campaign of education, 
which, if properly continued by his rep- 
resentatives across the water, makes 
him confident that the trade will soon 
reach the desired. proportions and 


eventually be profitable to all con- 


cerned. 


Mr. Thomas says that California fruit 


is better than European, both in flavor 
and keeping qualities. Its season be- 
gins earlier and lasts later, and, in-his 
opinion, there is the same-chance for it 
in London as in New York. A demand 
for California fruit already exists in 
London, while the competition on the 
part of home-grown fruit is no greater 
in the English capital than in the 
American metropolis. French fruit- 
shippers, he says, who have heretofore 
controlled the London market, are al- 
ready beginning to be afraid of Cali- 
fornia, and he can see no reason why 
California fruit should not soon take 
precedence in London, as it has done in 
New York and Chicago. 

This opinion, coming from an expert 
in the trade, is both flattering and en- 
couraging, but it might well be accom- 
panied with a word of caution, and that 
ts, that if our fruit-growers want to se- 
cure a firm foothold in the great Lon- 
don market, they must exercise the 
most extreme care in two particulars— 
first, as to the selection of fruit for 
shipment, and second, in the method of 
packing it for transportation. 

This State, in behalf of its horti- 
cultural interests, needs some scientific 
advice, put into plain language, as to 
the way in which to get fruit from the 
California orchards to Covent Garden 
Market, and present it there in sound, 
attractive and readily salable condi- 


tion. With the best intentions in the 


world, some of our fruit-growers sim- 


ply do not know when to pick their 


fruit and how to pack it for shipment 
across a continent and an ocean. If 


Mr. Thomas, or some one who has. 


studied the California fruit question 
from a plain and practical standpoint, 
will print and circulate a code of in- 
structions and advice, the simpler the 
better, 
boon upon the fruit farmers of Califor- 
nia who are seeking a market for their 
surplus product, 


Money in Prunes. 


(Ventura Free Press:) Supervisor K. 
P. Grant left at this office on Wednes- 
day a box of prunes that are as fine as 
can be grown anywhere. He had come 
down ‘to ship the product of his orchard 
for this year, amounting to thirteen 
tons of dried fruit, to San Francisco, 
at which place they will be loaded on 
a vessel and sent directly to Europe. 
The agent who purchased the prunes 
pronounced them ‘the finest he had seen 
grown in California. - The orchard is 


new and ‘this is the first year of bear- 


ing. An average price of 4% cents per 
pound was obtained, and-.as there were 


about thirty acres in the orchard the- 


yield amounted to $40 an acre. The 
fruit is the French Petite variety, and 
is very solid, only losing about one- 
half the weight in drying. Mr. Grant 
has 150 acres altogether in prunes, and 
it is a matter of but a very few years 
until they will yield a princely revenue.

BURGLARS ARE AT WORK IN THE 
CHANNEL CITY. 


Saicide of an Unknown Man in.a 
Secluded Place—A Chinaman’s 
Mysterious Death—Work Begun 
on the New Gas Piant. ‘ 


SANTA BARBARA, Nov. 4.—(Special 
Dispatch.) Burglars are at work in 
Santa Barbara. Their first efforts here 
netted them the sum of $40. Saturday 
night the saloon of A. Frisius & Co., 
corner of State and Cota streets, was 
entered, and $40 in silver was ex- 
tracted from the till. The burglars en- 
tered the saloon by the back door, 
prying it open. The door has two 
locks, one ordinary lock, and a night 
latch lock. Much difficulty must have 
been experienced, as a piece was 
gouged out of the door eighteen inches 
long. The door jam was very badly 
sprung. The liquors and cigars, 80 
far as the proprietors could ascertain, 
were not touched. A strange thing 
about the burglary is the fact that a 
small drawer alongside the till, with- 
out a lock, and the cash drawer were 
not interfered with. Both drawers had 
a small amount of money. An unsuc- 
cessful attempt was made to enter the 
saloon of Otto Raeding, which is a 
door or two from A. Frisius & Co., but 
the burglars were frightened away by 
the barking of a small dog kept at the 
saloon. 

MYSTERIOUS SUICIDE. . 

Sunday night while a man was hunt- 
ing wood he came upon the body of a 
man, which appeared to have been 
lying where found for several days, as 
decomposition had set in, the man’s 
face being black and bloated. The 
body appeared to be that of a man 
about 60 or 65 years old and of medium 
build. ‘He had a short gray beard. 
His clothes indicated that he was not a 
tramp. A 32-calibre Smith & Wesson 
pistol was lying at his right side. A 
small hand. mirror was in his left 
hand. He apparently held the pistol 
in his right hand and shot himself. 
The pistol was held to his head just a 
little back of the right temple, as there 
is a well-defined bullet hole there.

All that can be 
learned at present is that he is thought 
to be a man seen on the streets here 
a week or more ago, and in conversation 
at that time with another person he 
told how cheaply he could live in Los 
Angeles, leaving the inference that he 
was from that place. A family near 
where he was found sav the same man 
was seen around there about two years 
ago. 

At the coroner’s inquest the verdict 
was -rendered that the man, whose 
name is unknown, came to his death 
from a pistol shot administered by his 
own hand. He had evidently taken 
every precaution to prevent his identi- 
fication. The remains will be buried at 


the county’s expense in the potter’s 
field.
